LEGISLATION. 
There seems to be some republicans 
who do not unde/fetand the principles 
npon which tariff legislation should be 
based. 
They want high impost duties 
whether they ere needed for protection 
or not, and eo'm thatjthey defeat the very 
aims cf protection. There should be 
as mech common sense in tariff legisla­ 
tion as there should be in the practical 
affairs of life, aud when this principle is 
not hceded the will of the people is dis­ 
regarded . 
The sreat republican dailies of the east 
are opposed to the McKinley plan of tax­ 
ing bides tor the simple reasons that the 
duty will not protect, but will increase 
the price of leather, whereas the farmer 
will will not get ten cents more for the 
cattle he sells. 
Phil Armour, who has 
no more regard f or the farmers or the day 
laborer than William L. Scott has for the 
welfare of the Spring Valley miners, will 
bo largely benefited by the taxation of 
bides, and all of his gang have been in­ 
terested in securing this import duty on 
bides. 
This unnecessary duty is so outra­ 
geous in its character that the Gazette 
improves the opportunity of presenting 
the opinion of the Boston Advertiser, 
one of the stanchest republican papers in 
New England 
Speaking aboil the tax­ 
ation of hides it says: “ If this addi­ 
tional difficulty—this needless, senseless 
difficulty—is heaped upon them it re­ 
quires no prophet to foresee inevitable 
disaster. 
Many shops 
must close. 
Tnousands of workmen aud workwomen 
must be thrown out of employment. East 
and west, north aud south the cost of an 
indispensable article of clothing must be 
increased.'’ 
Then again: “It is false and foolish to 
pretend that the proposed duty is a log- 
ioal consequence of the protective sys­ 
tem which New England has done so 
much to uphold. The protective system 
is based upon the practical interests of 
American industry. Its object is to build 
ap, not to pull down. 
It demands just 
as firmly that duties be kept off where 
they are net needed as that they be put 
on where they are needed." 
Here is prediction from the same pa­ 
per: 
“We do nut believe that this folly 
of placing a tariff on hides will be con­ 
summated. The indignation and wrath 
which the proposal has already excited 
will go on increasing nntil those at 
Washington, whose blunder has been the 
cause of the trouble, cannot f*^ to see 
the necessity of undoing the mischief 
before it is too lat°.” 
Then comes a nots of warning* 
“We 
have spoken of it as an economical and 
public blunder. 
Regarding the latter 
espeot of the case we have at present 
only this t > say: If Chairman McKinley 
and hie republican associates wanted to 
take the course most likely to secure the 
transfer of Massachusetts from the re­ 
publican to the democratic column of 
states at the next election they oould not 
have hit upon a plan more shrewdly 
adapted to that end."

schools." No, it says nothing about re­ 
ligion, it is true. B ut suppose a Catho­ 
lic or a Lutheran or some one else, feel­ 
ing himself bound in conscience,to raise 
abd educate his. child in a christian 
school, woald he be allowed according to 
this law to seiid his child to such a 
sohool, if one of tbe five branches were 
not taught therein ? No; the letter of 
the law prohibits him for at least so ling 
as the public school-board wills; tor dur­ 
ing this time his child must attend in that 
case the public sohool. Does it there­ 
fore not oonfilet with the rights of con­ 
science, guaranteed by the constitution ? 
Furthermore, suppose tbe teacher of a 
parochial school was called to another 
place and thereby a vacancy cf several 
months, perhaps just the sohool months, 
would ooonr, would parents in such case 
besnowed to keep their children at 
home? Mo, they .would be compelled 
to 
send 
their 
children 
to 
a 
public 
sohool 
where 
all 
children are molded according to a pagan 
Abd godless pattern. Aud these are ex­ 
amples as may happen daily. 
There­ 
fore I believe this Bennett law really is 
an enoroaohment on religious liberty. 
In conclusion I beg leave to assure all . 
my fellow citizens, that we Lutherans are J 
not in the least opposed to the English * 
language.

The advance, as lias been all previous 
rises, was forced by the 
in d e p e n d e n t 
bnyers, who are strong and powerful, 
and are giving tho great monopoly the 
hardest battle in its existence.

producers is intense, and the prediction 
is freely made that Ohio oil will com­ 
mand 50 cents before the month ends.

A B oy Opens Fire on a Party W ho Had 
Taken a B oat in His Charge. 
P i n e v i l l e , La., April l l .—This place 
is much excited over the desperate at­ 
tempt of Willie Talbot, a 16-year-old 
boy, to kill six young ladies and gentle­ 
men on the river yesterday. 
Tho party 
T O \ had taken unwittingly a skiff left In 
Talbot's charge. 
Seeing the party in 
tile skiff on the river he opened fire on 
them with a shotgun. 
Miss Ella Hardee 
had one eye shot out and Miss Caddo 
had her face filled with shot. 
Two of 
the young men were wounded, but not 
seriously. 


C iiic a o I, April ll.—Emma Starke, 
alias Mamie Starr, has made a full and 
complete confession of how she poisoned 
tho Newland family. 
Chief Marsh was an early caller this 
morning at the Harrison street station, 
where Emma Starke, the young woman 
who poisoned the Newland family of 
Englewood, 
was confined in a cell. 
Within fifteen minutes after the chief 
entered tho desperate girl's cell he was 
in full possession of her confession. 
Emma, without a particle of 
mental 
reservation, admitted that she poisoned 
the family, and with almost unnatural 
coolness related every detail of tile ter­ 
rible tragedy. 
Your correspondent met the chief as 
ho was on Ute wuy to the girl’s cell. 
“I am going to try and wind up this 
Newland poisoning case,” said he. 
“ I 
will mane tile girl tell all she knows this 
morning if I remain here until noon.” 
“Good morning, Emma,” 
said the 
chief. 
‘‘How are you feeling?” 
“Oh, ehief, do come and talk with 
mo,” said tho miserable young woman, 
“I’m afraid my time has come. 
Never 
mind Ute fruit, I am to sick to eat.” 
“Will you tell me all?” a sk e d Chief 
Marsh. 
“Yes, my God, I must. 
Tho suspense 
will kill me. 
I must not be hanged.” 
The chief sat and listened to 
o h o of 
Hie most pitiful, yet terrible tales he 
had ever heard in all His official career. 
Tile story was as follows: 
“I did not. as you think, obtain a 
place witli the Newland family with a 
premeditated plan to kill them. 
It was 
to secure a place where I might kill 
myself that I went thoro. 
The world 
appeared dark to me. 
I am in a deli­ 
cate condition, with no one to Ie a 
father to my child. 
As soon as I got the 
chance I borrowed enough mouoy to se­ 
cure the poison. 
Not knowing just how 
it acted, and wishing to be sure of the 
amount of tho drug necessary to produce 
a more serious effect than mere nausea, 
I Just dropped a little in the corn. 
I 
wanted to watch the effect the dose 
would have upon those who ate the 
corn. 
Alas for me, I put in too much, 
with the result that you know. 
I, too, 
partook of the corn, but it only made me 
sick. 
After seeing the result of my 
work I should have taken the remain­ 
der of the poison, but was too unnerved. 
Believe me, I did not Intend to kill any 
of the family. 
I wanted to die myself. 
Will they hang me? Oh, that is too ter­ 
rible. 
Please get me some poison and 
let me end my life.” 
Bv careful questioning the chief re­ 
ceived all the other information ho 
wanted.

A D etective A lleged to H ave E xtorted 
M oney from Saloon Keepers. 
R e a d in g , Pa., April l l .—A sensation 
has been created here by tho arrest of 
Detective William 
Y. 
Lyon, better 
known as “ Bully,” on a charge of ex­ 
torting money from saloon keepers. 
For tho last six months Lyon hasbeen 
acting as an officer of the Law and 
Order society, which has been prosecut­ 
ing saloon keepers for illegal liquor 
selling. 
In some instances tho suits were mys­ 
teriously settled, while in others they 
wore pushed. 
Charles Bland, a hotel 
keeper, of Monoeacy, in this county, 
swore out a warrant, alleging that he 
has paid “hush money.”

point, free coinage so far as the Senate 
can determine tile question seems al­ 
most assured. 
Some of the Republican Senators are 
bitterly opposed to unlimited coinage, 
and how to reconcile them and the sil­ 
ver advocates so as to prevent a split in 
the Republican ranks is the problem 
with which the caucus committee is 
wrestling. 
The Republican members of the Douse 
held a caucus last night to consider party 
policy. 
Tho silver question was taken 
up immediately and discussed at great 
length. 
Mr. Conger, of Iowa, explained the 
provisions of his silver bill. 
He was 
followed by Mr. Walker, of Massachu­ 
setts, Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley of Ohio, and Mr. Carter, tho lat­ 
ter making a strong plea for free coinage. 
The House and Senate silver bills were 
discussed at length. At first the general 
tendency seemed to be In favor of the 
House bill. 
The views expressed were so diverse,

W a s h in g to n , April l l . —Tho condi­ 
tion of winter wheat April I, as report­ 
ed by the statistician of the Department 
of Agricultor**, averages S' for the en­ 
tire breadth. 
The general average* for 
rye is th?.8. 
In the Sta’es of the central 
valleys recent frosts have cut down tho 
growing wheat plants quite generally, 
and in wet or submerged areas the roots 
have b«*en destroyed. * 
There are reports of recuperation by 
sprouting and renewed growth in this 
region. 
Where the roots are intact 
great improvement 
will 
follow with 
good weather. 
The fact that roots are 
so well developed is favorable to Im­ 
provement. 
The Pacific coast has had 
an extraordinary amount of rain and 
snow, which have delayed seeding and 
Injured tho early sown areas. 
The averages of condition of principal 
States are as follows: 
New York, 88; 
Pennsylvania, 99; Ohio, 87; Michigan, 
67; Indiana, 75; Illinois, 75; Missouri, 
SH; Kansas, 87; California, 71.

A book w’frJch has just appeared in

contains Bismarck’s own statem ent of 
his opinion of the press. 
The statement 
was made in March, IST!’., in regard to 
the proposal to abolish the stamp tax on 
newspapers. 
In it Bismarck says: “ The 
tax in question is very old, does not op­ 
press the payers, and Is borne by an in­ 
dustry the government has no interest in 
encouraging.

form the daily newspapers do not edu­ 
cate 
the 
people 
in 
political affairs. 
Quite the opposite. 
They deform rather 
than inform the minds of the readers. 
They m erit no favor. 
T he abolition of

sheets which would spring up from 
every corner would still further debase 
them .” 
So much for German newspa­ 
pers. 
Dr. Furnivall, one of the best authori­ 
se s on Browning. has investigated the 
question of Browning’s Jew ish origin, 
“ and the result is.” ho says, “ th at there 
!s no ground for supposing the presence 
of any Jew ish blood in the poet’s veins. 
On the contrary, July 4, 1757, Thomas 
Browning, tho poet’s great-grandfather, 
had ills fourth son christened ‘Chris­ 
tian.’”

generations, it seems, a noted country 
inn. and Dr. 
Furnivall concludes his 
researches thus: 
“ We may then dis- 
niss the Jewish notion and hold our 
ooet a genuine Anglo-Saxon, sprung 
from one of the Brunings, the followers 
if a chieftain Brim.

have been workingmen or yoemen bo- 
'ore we hear of the innkeeper Robert I., 
who had a daughter, Elizabeth, in 1719. 
Our poet, Robert V., came from that 
middle class to which we ow e Chaucer, 
Spenser, Shakespeare, Milton, 
and al­ 
most all that is best in England.’’
